LABOR'S 
SALVATION; 


Does Not Rest in Unionism 


Declares the Cincinnati 


Protestent Divine. 


Rev. Herbert S- Bigelow^ pastor of 


the Vine street church in Cincinnati, 
yesterday discussed the relation- of 
the church to iabor unions. He said 
in part: 


"The editor of the "Open Shop" has 


invited commfent hy clergymen apon 
an article contributed to his magazine 
which disensses the attitude of the 
church in reference to trades unions. 


"The writer of the article (juoies 


the official .report of the Protestant 
chareh, in which it is declared: "'We 
are convinced that the organization of 
laiwr is essential to the well-being of 
the working people." 


The Church Rebuked. 


"The author rebukes the church for 


this attitude. HV'ifcisisU that i f - i t 
were not for the lawless use or throat 
of force, strikes could not succeed, 
and unions could not exist. 


"The church, however, in endors- 


ing unionisms is. comeuaneing lawless- 
ness. This is the •contention of the 
writer who concludes with an exhor- 
tation to the church tc. 'throw senti- 
ment and prating-, to the winds, and 
preach to men justice 
and 
naked 


truth.' 


"It is upon this article that our opin- 


ion has been solicited and. in respond- 
ing, we shall try to:need the exporta- 
tion. 


"The writer states, perhaps w.^iout 


exaggeration, the'"Sfcfferings of those 
who have been .'stung here, scourged 
there, iby the knotted whip of lawless- 
ness that follows every outbreak.' 


"But how can the writer hope to 


get people to abandon their preju- 
dices and see the employer's side when 
he is too partisan 
to 
<acktowledge 


that labor also, has real grievances. 
He asks if there is 'anywhere in this 
broad domain any more 
privileged 


and specialized cisss than the work- 
ing popie of to day?' He expresses 
disgust for what he terms 'a false 
and more or iesa sickening sympathy 
for all who toii for the support of 
life.' 


Unionism Not Labor's Salvation. 
"A case can be made against, labor 


unions, but never by those who can- 
not see that, unionism springs from 
deeper economic evils. 
A broader 


stateojanship and larger sympathy 
are necessary in the 
discussion, ot 


this question. 


"Strikes are wasteful, 
futile and 


perhaps necessarily lawless, and tm- 
onisra. is not the salvation of labor. 
But who is to tell labor that! Or- 
.ainly not the men who speak 
as 


though conditions were 
satisfactory 


and the disturbances of labor unions 
unprovoked. 
Unionism must be ac- 


counted for and merely rebuked. 


What Prookes Unionism. 


The writer reminds his readers 


that the la wof supply and demand 


vocaOly fixes the wage of labo". 


But he seems to be unconscious of 
the very important fact that legisla- 
tion may seriously affect, the opera 
lion of this law. 
"A tax of 2.10 a gallon on alcholol has 
made the use ot" alcohol for fuel and 
motive power impossible in this coun- 
try. 
That tax shuts 
farmers 
out 


from a market for millions of bushels 
of corn. It denies to this country 
what in Germany and France are 
flourishing industries. It thereby, re- 
stricts the* demand, that is, the op- 
portunities for both labor and capi 
talr and therefore helps to produce an 
artificial condition in ^hich industrj 
becomes, as Lanier said, war grown 
miserly.' 


"This is one of .countless ways 


which the struggle for jobs and a liv 
ing wage is intensified by foolish leg 
islation. An utterly tmjust and bar 
baric way of levying taxes is respon 
sible for mucli of the feconomic stress, 
that drives men into unions, 
If the 


burden of taxation were shifted from 
improvements to land values; if the 
check which the tax puts upon im 
proveixtenls were removed: if spec 
ulation in land Tveiis stopped or les 
sened by the increase in the assess 
ment of land made- necessary :hy ths 
exemption of improvements; if rentt 
were thereby reduced and the double 
encouragement offered .-to 
industria 


enterprises of exemjrtion from taxation 
and. 
cheaper land; opportunities 
fo 


both labor and capital would be mul 
ttplitd and their unnatural antagon 
ism would tend to disappear. 


"If the Mutual Trades Association 


were as alive to the economic evil 
which provoke unionism as it is ti 
liie abuses of unionism; if it were a 
soMcitons about, economic justice a 
it is about the good behaviour ot work 
men, 
its crusade would have the rin 


of sincerity and would deservs sue 
cess."

Th*y Are Habitually Idle and Alwity. 


Merry—Their Pecnlinr Headdren*. 
By nature Somali are alternately 


docile and savage, nearly always mer- 
ry and habitually idle. Even in "busy 
Aden they work as little as possible 
and then tio no manual work, for their 
inherent pride forbids that Cab driv- 
ing, boat manning and grooming are 
the-generai crafts of the Aden Somali. 
In the interior -of bis own country his 
principal occupations are plundering 
and cattle lifting, at which latter.pur- 
suit he is said to be unparalleled in 
skill. In religion they are ail Moham- 
medans. 


The great peculiarity of the Somali 


is, however, his hair, for, contrary to 
the custom of most races professing 
Islam, he does not shave his head, but 
allows his locks to run wild. 
Nor is 


his bair the wool of tbe negro, for in- 
stead of growing in one dense cluster 
all over his bead, as is the case of the 
Galla, for instance, it tangles into long 
cords, not unlike- tbo.se of a poodle, 
which, parted over liis forehead, hangs 
down Ki both cheeks, oftc-n projecting 
almost as far as bis shoulders. 


Not content with the show of hair 


that nature and neglect insure him, 
he; plasters his bead with a peculiar 
light clay, which bas tbe effect of 
bleaching its blackness to a light red 
dish hue, and a Somali in a new tobe, 
as their winding sheet of a garment-ia 
called, and a freshly clayed head.is tbe 
very acme of dandyism.—Black-wood's 
Magazine.
